Au Apology for the Abseutee AUorney 
Gouerala 



Mr Alston poblisbes a letter in this 
iesao of the Colonist defi-nding the 
■ Atlorney General from the obargea 
brought agaioBt bim. As we Buspeoied 
yesterday, to a Council meeting at 
iNew Westminster is attributed^ tbo 
' failure of Mr Croaso to appear at tbo 
late Assizes; but wo are of opinion 
that the •< important public businesB" 
-was hardly of as mnch moment to the 
Colony as the due administration of 
the law ; and as nothing but harm to 
the country has resulted from similur 
engagements, would it not bo bettor 
for all concorijod if tbo Allornoy 
Gonoral were to eschew future Counoil 
meetings and dovoto strict attoution 
to thoao duties wiiich he is bo well 
paid for not performing? The prac- 
tice of omploying deputies is a bad 
ono. Deputies are expensive luxuries 
that (to bo paradoxical) Hhould only 
be indulged in when nccossary. Mr 
Alston says " that Air Crease was on 
the point of starting by tbo steamer to 
attend tbo Assizes, but was detained, " 
^0. It is evident from this siatoinent 
that Mr Crease had loit everything 
till the last moment — that ho was not 
prepared to proceed with any of the 
oases — and that we were right ^Yhon 
we charged bim with negligence, fur 
bad be arranged his business properly, 
Mr Alston would have known whore 
to have placed his hands on the papers 
intended for the Court. Our corres- 
pondent farther says that our state- 
ments "that two murderers and a 
swindler were turned loose upon the 
community to renew their crimes," 
and " that no subpoenas were porved, 
no depositions copied, no writs issued," 
are " contrary to fact." But iui me- 
diately after iho denial bo proooods to 
Btaio that " all the necessary subpoenas 
luere served," How, tbon, ilr Alston, 
did it occur thai although a medical 
witness " was in attondanco at your 
requebl" — tbo sequel shows that you 
believed his altondanco " necessary'' — 
tl at ho went away during the ' con^ 
fusion," and was not served with a 
Bubpoona until nearly twenty-four 
hours after the prisoner had beou ac- 
quitted of tho crime for tbo want of 
that very testimony. With the second 
ease (QuUal's) we have notbing to do. 
We made no charge concerning it. Tbo 
third case, however, quite establishes 
our posiiioo. Here was an Indian 
who weelts ago killed another at 
Nanaimo, awaiting his trial. The 
depo(*itionB were sent to New Wogi>. 
minster, wbere they were detained in 
the bands of the Attoruey General 
until after tho Assizes were over. 
Why were they detained ? Mr Alston 
Bays, in consequence of bad weather, 
which postponed tho arrival of the 
stoamar." But how does it happen 
tliat Mr Crease's loiter delegating his 
aulhorily to our correspondont did 
not lay over from tbo same cause ? 
How could ono document coma on 
without the other if ordinaiy care bad 
been observed by tho Attorney Gen- 
eral ? Tho explanation is simply ab« 
surd, and tho conviction is irrobistiblo: 
Like the subpoena that cught to have 
been Borved on the medical witness, 
the depositions wore forgotten until too 
late to be of any service. Then tbero 
was tbe case cf a swindler — which Mr 
Alston singularly avoids. Why did 
not tbe prosecution send its own wit- 
nesses notice to produce the check ? Why 
suSer them to come into Court unpre- 
pared with tbe written evidence or the 
man's guilt ? The check was forgotten, 
too, and the criminal escaped. Hero then, 
we have three (Mr Alston siiys there 
were fonr) distinct- instances of the fiiiltire 
of justice through the ignorunco, careless 
ness or moral cowardice of tho Attorney 
General, who, whullier ho shirked his 
duty or merely neglected it, is not the less 
deserving of censure. Then there was 
the same official's egregrious blimdor in 
appointing Mr Alston to a position that 
a local statute says distinctly he shall not 
occupy. Mr Alston thinks that the 
blunder was jusiihed by jireeeilent— he 
having been " allowed dnring the whole 
year to practice in Conrt without objec 
tion Ijcing miuio." Surely, onr cor. 
respondent is too erudite a lawyer to 
require to be told that it is not within 
tbe province of the Judge to raise tlio ob> 
jeciion. The objection must come from 
another — tbe question' must bo " bronght 
to. the notice" of the Oonrt. The moment 
it was properly hroaglit the precedent 
was etitubliiihed— 'Mr Alston was t^uled 
onl of Coart. The J udge had tio choice 
in tbo matter. Mr Alston, in concluding, 
says tbut the Attorney Qonorul is free 
from blame, aud that be " writes in order 
thut the public muy be rightly iuformed." 



If Mr Crease is not to blame, 
who is the delinquent? Is it Mr Alston ? 
We answer, no ; yet Mr Alston, with a 
meritorious display of self abnegation, en- 
deavors to shift the responsibility from tho 
shoulders of Mr Crease to his own. Tbo 
reBponsibility of the Attorney General, 
however, cannot be condoned by any such 
Damon and-Pytbias attempt on tbo part 
of a disinterested friend. Mr Croaso 
should have come to Victoria before the 
last steamer left New Westminster, ar- 
ranged the coses for the Grown, and then, 
if he wos called away, or if he feared to 
face the Chief Justice, there could have 
been no failure of Justice,— at least, not 
from the causes wd, have described. Ou 
the whole, we think that Mr Alston's 
letter will rather injure than benefit bis 
disliuguishod client's cause.

EnrroB BRiTtsa Oolonist :— Itfacb as I 

would desire to almUin from ihe Dotioo of 
newspaper criticiflin, I am corapolled, in 
jnsiice to an absent person, to Qsk (or tbe 
ioeerlion of the following remarks upon an 
artiele in your paper which appeared this 
morniDg, headed " An Absentee Attorney 
Goneral." But before I proceed to notice 
the article, I may inform ynu that in the 
letter of authority given to me Ihe Attorney 
General states that be was on tbe point of 
etarting by the steamer to attend the Assizea 
but was detained on important GoTeroment 
buBiness. This was meotioned io Ooart, and 
the letter banded op to tbe Ohief Jastioe. 
Tbe nrtiole etates that Mr Crense ought to 
bavo known that I was prevented from 
praotiaing, and ibat " tbe consequenca was a 
fuiluro ol jnsiico in at least three caeoa. 
Two murderura and a swindler are turned 
luoHO upon tho community to renew their 
crimes as ocosion may offer. In these cases 
no eubpa'naa had been served, no depositions 
copied, no writs issued." Now, I assert, that 
these statements so made are directly con- 
trary to tbe fact. 

In the Qrst place, Mr Grease knew that I 
had been allowed on many ocoasioni, and 
daring tbe whole of this year, to practice in 
Court without any objeotion beiog made, or 
any bint from the Judge, who is at least of 
course as well acquainted with the law as 
tbo Attorney General. Tho restraint, there- 
fore, il there oxiats one, had become obsolete 

Secondly, with regard to tbe three oases 
mentioned, and which were severely eom- 
menied upon by the Court, I assort that in 
all the necessary subpccoas were served and 
deportitioDS were copied. What writs could 
bavo been issued J oanoot imagine, nor can 
the writer of the article probably inform ms. 

Id tbe first case (that of Sibook, an ladian) 
tbe medical wi'ness was iu atteodaaoe at my 
request to prove ibb nature of tbe wouod, bet 
in tbe cunfujion wbieb ensued on tbe objec- 
tion bein^ made to my appearance be with- 
drew, supposing. I imagioe, Ibat bis presence 
was not of groat moment. By no poseibility 
oould tho Indian have been convicted of tho 
cbarge of murder, if all ibe medical gentle- 
men in town bad giviin evidence of the 
wound, and tho testimony obtainiible was 
Btterly inconclusive. Bui if I had not been 
ioierfered wi<b, the medical testimooj, such 
Hs 't was would have been fnrtbcominir. 

In the second c^ifo (ibal of Quitall, another 
IndiBn) il was stuleil Ki Couil ihat a failure 
ol justioo bud oceurred, because no post 
iTinriem ex.iminnliou bad tulsen place, Now 
ihe deutb look pinna more tliau a year before 
Ihe deposition^t were soot to the Attorney 
Ueoeral. To blame that tteDtlemaD, therefore, 
for no' directing an examination to be had, is 
simply unjust and ridiculous. 

fn ttie itiird case, tbe depnsitionB were 
sent (roin Nanaimo to New Westminster 
and would buvo arrived here in timo if ibj 
bad weaiber had not postponed the arrival ol 
Ihe steamer till tbe Assizea were over. I 
may mantioD that depositioos are not abso- 
lutely necessary for Iba prosecution of a case 
at aP, and that I was prepared to draw an 
indictment, ns the witnesaea wore in ott nii- 
iinca. The case was bruuKht before tbe 
iioiico o!' tho Court belora the Grand Jory 
weri! diccliurged, but 1 was prevented from 
further appearing in tbe matter, 

I maintain, ibprefore, that tbe Attorney 
(leneral is free from blame io this matter, 
ond I thus write in order simply that tbo 
public may be riuhily infnrmed.

In Busaia tbe 
Jewish population ia 1,220,000; iu Austria 
853.000 ; in Prussia, 284,000 ; and in Ger- 
many, 192,000. At Fraokfort«OB-the-Maine 
every sixteonlh inhabitant is a Jew, and in 
the whole of Prussia every levonty-ihird. 
There are fewer Jews in Snxony than in 
any other pari of Germany. In Sweden and 
Norway tho population of Jews to the rest of 
the inhabitants ia about oce to C,000. It ia 
remarkablo that in such countries as France, 
England and Belgium, whore tho Je»a uru 
under no disabilities, tbey are leaa numorcus 
than in countries where they have not yot 
been placed on an equality with tbe members 
of other creeds. 

Tub QuicsTioN ok Judicial IsTiinKST. — 
Wo underslond tbo Chiei Justice has inti- 
mated, in reference to the objeotion raised In 
the matter of W Wallace, on aocount of 
hia (tbe Chief Justice) having an interesli in 
the Vaoeouvor Coal Company, that any hon- 
orable intentions on his part that bia brother 
should not lose by tho aasigoment of sbarog 
in that Company, ia not anch an interest as 
wonid legdly preclude him from trying tho 
case; but on a poiat of delicacy, should 
any one feel a pejudica, the parties objecting 
might apply to the Governor to appoint a 
comraiationer to try tho case, with the con- 
sent of all parties, but without reference to 
tbe jurisdiotion of tbe Court of Vancouver 
Island.
